informed, by very good Phyficians, that his 
ae theory of the piles is falfe: and that there 
eee FSS is no more, (if fo much) danger of get- 
ting that diltemper at Church, than at a Play-houte, efpe- 
cially if foft primitive velvet cufhionscan be had to fit upon : 
therefore people may venture to join in our communion, 
without endangering their bodily healths, contrary to the 
opinion of the Author I have in view. 

I confels indeed, fome regulations may be neceffary for 
quieting of the tender con{ciences of thofe Diffenters pafs- 
ing under no denomination, (which are far the greater 
number of Diffenters) and for inducing them once in a 
week, at leait, to increafe our congregations. And I am 
in great hopes, this heavenly work is in good forwardnefs, 
fince, as a former Correfpondent of yours hath obierved, 
the ule of Li//obolero, Jumping Foan, and many other en- 
tertaining tunes, is moft reafonably permitted. —~ I am 
heartily glad this work is begun. Tis every honett 
man’s duty, with his utmoft endeavours to promote it: 
and therefore ’tis, that I give you this trouble, humbly pro- 
poling, that between the fervices on Sundays and Holy- 
days, we may be entertained with fome elaborate per- 
formances ; {ometimes a new minuet, fometimes a riga- 
doon, but above all, a reviving jig afterthe fermon. The 
inftrument now ufed, I think, isan Organ, and fometimes 
we meet with a Baffoon : but why are we reltrained from 
the Violin, Hautboy, Trumpet, French-horn, Flute, or 
any other pleafing inftrument ? For my part, J can fee no 
reafon, why the Gom Gom of the Hottentotts, or their Pot 
Drums, may not for variety be introduced. Pray what di- 
vinity is there in an Organ, more than in any other in- 
ftrument ? none that I can perceive: tho’ it will be well, 
if this peculiar honour done to the Organ dgth not lead 
vulgar minds into fome {trange fuperftitious notions about 
it; whereas it isa modern mufic, when compared with 
fome others. For

But what ] argue for, 1s the liberty of taking other mu- 
fical inftruments into the Church, if itfoliketh us. Right 
cvomanly, I trow, did Pea withfain her Brother Joun, 
who tofore had taunted her with founding at the found 
of an Organ, and right merrily dauncing to Bagpipes. 
* What is that tothee, Gundy Guts? faid Pec : every body 
is to chuje their own mufick. 
depriving us of other melodious inftruments is a very great 
impofition on Chriftian coniciences ; and I am pertuaded 
the At of Toleration lofes halt the benefits, by wanting 
@claufe for the free and unreftrained exercile of the Flute, 
Harp, Sackiut, Pialtery, Dulcimer, and all cther kinds of 
mufic. But indeed, were the inftruments never fo vari- 
aus, and the hands never fo fine, it will avail but little to- 
‘wards the accomplifhment of thi: yicat end, fo long as a 
bawling Clerk, and an unfkiltul boorifh congregation of 
huarle mechanics, are permitted to drown mufic’s fweet 
Charms with the odivus ftuff of SrernHotp and Hop- 
kins. I would theretore further propote, that we may 
have no vocal rouiic in Churches, unlefs Italian Eunuchs 
might be imported for that purpofe ; and one, or more, 
placed in every parifh to fing a tavourite fong from fome 
of our belt Overas.

The Prayers may be, as they now are: for you know no 
body of fafhion hath leifure to attend them. Whilft they 
are reading, we Gentlemen are difplaying our {nuff-boxes, 
rings, &c. and the Ladies are empisyed in adjuiting their 
drefles.

Why Uniformity, Sir, isdownright Popery and Facobiti/m, 
the very image of the fcarlet whore, and of Antichrift. 
——And I appeal to the Ladies, the beft judges of decency, 
whether it be decent for Gentlemen to turn their mott 
difhonourable and uncomely parts towards the moft ho.

Find2e that my Letter publifhed in your Paper 
No. 112, has occafioned fome little noife in the 
world; and chat in particular it has made one perfon un- 
eafy, whom it was intended indeed to cenfure, but in fo 
good natured and gentleman-like a manner ‘as neither to 
fhock, nor expoie him ; I muft beg once more, Mr. Ba- 
vius, you would allow mea littie room in your Paper, 
that I may fet that matter right, and juitity myielf, 

I fhail begin by afluring Mr. W. that the perfon that 
recommended my Play to him, was fo tar from having any 
hand in, or knowing any thing of that Letter, that he re- 
fented it very highly, and thought 1 had uted him very ill, 
I differed in opinion with him then, and do ftill. The 
affair relating only to a private con erfation about bring- 
ing a Play on the Stage, and reflecting, in no wife, on any 
body’s charaéter 5 I can by no means agree, that that con- 
verfation had any thing in it, fo facred, as not to be re« 
vealed, without breach of friendthip or honour, violation 


jected, that Mr. W. having defired he might not make 
himtelf an enemy, by giving his impartial opinion, he may 
perhaps fancy he has made oneofme. I do declare, he 
has not made himfelf one enemy more, fince this affair, 
than he had before, as I know of. That, as to mytelf, I 
look upon him with the fame eye of admiration F ever 
did ; receive as much pleafure from his incomparable aét- 
ing, and think the Stage will fuffer an irreparable lofs, whena 
ever it fhall be deprived of him. But that I thoughe 
my Play improperly rejeétcd is as true, as that I think fo 
ftill ; and that fuch a reafon for rejecting it ought tv be 
expofed, was my fentiment then, and is fo now. It js 
true, Mr. Bavius, I was weak, or vain enough, to truft to 
the merits of my Piece, for its being received ; and to my 
friend’s acquaintance with Mr. W. to introduce it to the 
houfe, without applying to more powerlul enes, whom 
Mr. W. perhaps would not have refufed, had the Play 
been no more /enfible and pretty, than it was theatrical. 
And in this 1 committed a capital fault. But as I] am no 
Author, who draws his fubfittance from his pen, and lives 
only by his wits; I did not care to trouble any confider- 
able perfons about it, or make ftrong intereft for a thing, 
the mifcarriage of which will not make we wear one {uit 
the lefs in the year, or eat one coarfer meal, than I 
fhould have done, had I had as many benefits as the Author 
of the Modern Husbard. As to the Play it felf, if Ihad not 
thought it a very proper entertainment. for the Town, 
much properer, | think I may fay without vanity, chan 
what they have had this winter, no confideration on 
earth fhould have made me offer it to the houfe. But to 
conic to the point. 

I have been accufed of ufing Mr. W. ill, by expofing in 
« ludicrous manner what he {aid in ferious confidence; 
and wilfully milunderftanding the word rheatrical. | 
confeis, 1 did enguire in a ludicrous manner into the mean- 
ing of the word ¢aeatrica/, and otkered foie conjeétures 
about it; which J think fhewed more mirth than {pleen, 
more good Lumour than ill nature. 
confidence compiained of, if the thing made a confidence 
of is ridiculous in itfelf, it has, { chins a greater right to 
be expoled, than if it was not: but as it 
matter, and toucied uo Dordty’s characte 
I faid before, be nv violation ef youd na 
ners, triendfhip or honour. 

I have been tikewite accufed of havi 
a compliment upen the genteel mann 
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which looked more like a fneer, than fober truth. I don’t 
know why it has been intexpreted fo 5 unlefs it was img 
gined, that it was impoflible for me to think any beha- 
viour civil, that contained-a refufal of thatkind. And in- 
deed, Mr. Bavius, it is no very abfurd imagination, A 
Poet, that finds all his pains in a moment fruftrated by one 
perfon, without any fatisfaétory reafon, is in no very fit 
difpofition for complimenting that perfon: it goes very 
much againft the grain, it mult be confeft. But I proteft, 
I was very ferious sand thought the manner of his refufal 
as civil, as the reafon for itkfeemed to me ridiculous. I 
am as frank in owning one, as the other : both were my 
real opinions then ; and I fee no reafon to retract eliher 
of them at prefent. 

I fhall now, Mr. Bavius, with your guod leave, offer 
fome more plaufible reafons, why my Play was rejected, 
than its want of theatricality. but thefe are only con- 
jeftures of my own, founded im my not thinking the 
reafon alledged for rejecting it fufficient. 1ft. It is poffible 
Mr. W. tho’ otherwife very willing to oblige my friend, 
might not think him of nee enough to accept a 
Play upon his bare recommendation. 2dly. The feafon 
being pretty far advanced, and there being at that time 
two new Plays oa the ftocks, it might be too mucho un- 
dertake a third. 3dly. There being a pretty Jarge part, 
whica would naturally fall to Mr. W’s fhare, he might 
think the trouble too great at that time of the year. 
Whether any of thefe were the true reafon for rejecting 
my Play, is out of the cafe. at prefent. It was necefflary 
to give a reafon ; and Mr. W. thought want of fheatri- 
cality a better one than any of thefe ; 1 fuppote, be- 
caufe it not only contained an immediate and pofitive 
rejection, but prevented any future application. 1 hall 
therefgre, without any defign or view of fhocking Mr. 
W. oblerve, thai, it inilead of rejeéting abfolutely a 
Play, which he allowed to be /exfible and prette, (which 
JT mult juppoie was his real and imparital vpinion, elle 
he would not have made fo much difliculty to give ir) 
hs had acquainted the Gentleman that fpoke to lim 
about it, what defeéts there were in the Play ; how they 
might be remedied ; what was wanting to tuit it to the 
tafte of the Town; and had gone fo far as to tell him, 
that as the fummer was coming on, and there was tine 
enough before-hand, if the Author would take the trouble 
to revife his Play and correét it, in fuch and fuch a manner, 
he fhould be very glad to receive it the next winter in the 
Houle; I fay, if Mr. W. had done fo, he had never heard 
of Dramarticus, nor had he been «cculed in the even 
ing of his life, of having givén a ridiculous reafon to juftify 
a ridiculous things that is, for Pll’ not mince the matter, 
of having rejeéted a Play, which he allowed to be a /en- 
fable and pretty pei formance, becaufe it was not theatrical. 

I cannot conclude, without returning my Brother 
C J —n thanks for his kind Epittle to me; but I 
mutt beg he would not take amils my not accepting the 
communication he offers me. He tacks {uch conditions to 
it, that [ fhould be too great a loofer by it, and can’t in 
confcience accept of them. 

I muft now beg leave, Mr. Bavius, to put one queftion 
to you, and likewile to defire the Society’s opimon about 
it ; and that is, whether fince the intrinfic goodacts of a 
Play is no more a reafon for accepting, than its abfolute 
badnefs is for rejecting it, ard that a Play is received ac-
